P dient children of the Lord, who ſtand in his Counſel, and walk in his fear from 
day to day, and do violence to no man ; yet theſe harmleſle Lambs of Chriſt, 
the Lamb of God, becauſe they have not fellowſhip with the World in their 

ets unfruirfyl works of darkneſſe, bur rather ſtands faichful wirnefles tor the Lord, 


10 opening their ſhops in obedience to the Lord , leaſt they ſhould partake of 
their plagues, who are mockers of God, and pretend to worſhip him chat day 
(which they falſly call rhe Sabbath;) whileſt pride, fulnefle of bread, and idle- 
neſle, Sodoms fins appears in the Divels rule in and over them rherein, thar 
day more then any other ; and ſo the earth is full of violence; as any are purely 
moved of the Lord to witneſle againſt this their evil prattiſe, then the Divels 
kiggdom (who is king over all the children of pride) being ſtruck at, by any 
that fear befvre the Lord, and do nor conform therein, with rhe World chat 
lies in wickedneſſe.

world, the world would love its own, bur becauſe you are gathered out of the 
world - therefore dorh the world hare you but ſaid he, it hated mie before 
it hated you, and it hated me, becauſe I eeſtified of ir, rhar the deeds there- 
of are evi), 

Now all ye who gaze on us, we being as Monſters onto many. confider who 
they are. that are of che Army of the Lamb Chriſt Jeſus, who gave his back 
to the ſmirers, an1 his check ro them who plucked off the hair, and withheld 
not his face from ſhame and ſpirting; and ponderin your hearts , wherher it 
be not the better choice of vs; to fuffer all things, and reign with him over the 
world,thento conform to the world. in their worſhip and imagery, which they 
are in that imagine, thar whulſt they live in pride , in envy, in luſt, in cove- 
rouſneſs, in wildencf: and wantonneſs, our of Gods fear and dread , which 
ſhould keep their hearts clean from ſuch evils, yer if that rhey forbear their 
outward iabour, and paſs to a place which they falfly call a Church ; bue 
there is bur one trueChurch, and that isin God , the pillar and _— of 
truch, made up of living flones, cle and pretious, gathered togerher by the 
grace of God , out of the world , which hath and doth teach rhem to deny 
ungodlineſs and worldly luſts , and to live righteoufly, ſoberly and godly ; 
which Church, they that call the Steeple houſe a Church are ignorant of, yet

blood of bullocks,or of lymbs,or of hee-goars, bring no more vain oblations, in- 
cenfe is an abhomination'wnito me,the new Moons,and Sabbaths,the calling of 
aſſemblics I cannot away with,ir is iniquiry,even your ſolemn meerings; Why 
did the Propher ſay this, might rhe wicked men ſay rhen,who were then wor- 
ſhipping him, as the world is now, out of his fear? did nor God Command ro 
offer ſacrifice? did not God Command rhe obſerving the new Moons and 
Sabbaths , and doth he now cry them down, that which God' commanded ? 
Yet herein the Prophet was obedient to the Lord God ; and forther, yea rather 
faid, waſhyou , make you clean , put away the evil of your doings from be- 
fore mine eyes, ceaſe to do evil, learn ro do well, if ye be willing and obe- 
dicnt , ye ſhall cat the good of the Land; and obedience (aid another is bet» 
ter then ſacrifice, and co hearken then the fat of rams; Therefore con- 
fider of it, you that cry ont againſt any now , who in obedience to the Lord, 
walk contrary to the world in opening their ſhops, whether they are the 
eauſe of the wickedneſs of the wicked, in ſtanding witneſſes againſt the wic- 
ked, in obſerving a day in4heir wills, which God never commanded them any 
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more then [aiah:was, if any were wicked and did wickedly, becauſe he flood: © 
witacſs againſt , and cryed down thoſe things which God had commanded , 
when they that qbſerved theq,were our of his Fear and Counſel , and did not. 
ceaſe from the evil.of their doings ; Nay, the Lord God is come to ſpread 
duag upon Jourfaces.. even the dung of your dayes and worſhips, which is 
out of = cat 6bſerved by you , all you who live in pride , atid are vain and 
light, ang wilde, and wancon,, living in pleaſure on earth , which whodo are 
dcad while they live h 

And all you earthly Rulers and Magiſtrates , tremble , tremble, before the 
powerful dreadful God, and take heed to your ſelves in this day of his power, 
wherein the Heathen rage ,. and many Rulers have and may take Counſcl 
together againſt the Laid, and againſt his arnoinred ones, and are ſtill” 
rcady to fay.in their hearts, Ler us break their bor ds in ſunder, and caſt away, 
their cords from,us, and reje& the yoak of Chriſt; I lay, take heed to your. 
ſelves, how you ſtrive againft your Maker , and confider how many already 
as a porters veſſel have been broken to ſhivers, that have ſtood up and would 
have limitted the Spiric of the holy One , 1a the ſcryants of the Lord , to 
their time, and place, and wills, leaſt you parraking with rhenrin their ſins 
ye partake of their plagues, and the Iron rod ycu feel , which muſt cule all 
Nations, which will not take up Chriſis yoak', nor bow to his Scepter O 
righteouſneſs, to rule in their hearts in the Light of his Son, and erernal, 
power of hjs Spirit; Therefore conſider, whether will be moſt ſound and ſa- 
voury in the cars of the Lord, and of thoſe that fear before the Lord at, che 
laſt day, when an.account you muſt give unto the Lord; of all the deeds you 
do in the body; all you, that have choſe harmlcfs people bronght before you, 
called Quakers, for to asſwer roany thing, they, ,in obed:;enceto the Lord in 
the exerciſe of cheir pure Conſcience have been, or may be exerciſed in, whee 
ther in. your ſaying, if they will nor ceſpe& your perſons, and pur off, the hat, 
ror will nor be ſub;eR to mans Law , made to obſerve a day , though God in 
the Scriprures did not Command it 3 yet, though in Conſcience they cannot 
do it, we will impriſon them, threaten ifem, and proſecute the Law, and in 
our wils go beyond that roo againſt them,though mavy give teſtimony of them, 
that chey are humble, ſober, temperaxe, juſt, harml: ſs people 3 or would it not 
be better for you to ſay within your lelve ,thi. pzople,who are thus temperate 
in all things, ſurely, they are running the race, at the end whereo!, the 
Crown is, doubtleſs what they do (though contrary to us) is in obedience to 
the Lord , and not in their own (clf wilis; For what do rhev receive from 
the world bnt reproach, and hatd uſage ? they are a harmle(s people. - let 
us therefore turn the ſword , which is to be a terrour to evil-doers, to defend 
the harmlcſs againſt the evil doers, them that do harm the harmleſs 3 yea , 
for if this that theſe people do be of God , a: they ſay it is in obedience to 
the pure m.ovings of his Spirit in their hearts, ic muſt ſland, leaſt peradven- 
ture we our ſelves be found to joyn with the rude roulrirude, even to fight a+ 
gainſt God , and ſo partake with the ruſe multicude in the plagues and 
Judgements of God upon our heads alſo, Oh ! you Rulers, be wiſe, be lear- 
ned, ftandinaw, and fin nor, commune with your own hearrs, and be ſtill, 
and know, that the Lord i3 coming to Judge himſelf, for the meck on the 
earth, and to debaſe the proud, and ro bow down the haughty, and to claim 
his righe, whoſe right it is in the _ of all ro rule 3 Therefore -, 
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bow before him, floop to his righteous Scepret , come nuder his dominion 
who is to Rule in all,over all, God bicfled for evermore 3 then whem your own 
hearrs be bowed, you will come to diſcern berween the precious and the vile, 
berwixt thoſe that pretend co ſerve him and thoſe that worſhip him in Spirir 
and in Truth, and be able to Judge,not according ro ourward appearance, but 
righteous Judgement, | 
* And now conſider what you are doing , who are cryingvur for a day to be 
kepc holy ; Whoſe is every day, but his that made them ? and what is every 
ones work every day , but tobe holy as God is holy in all manner of conver- 
ſation? that wherher we obſerve a day Or not obſerve a day , whether we open 
ſhop and work, ornot open ſhop to work, waether we cat or drink, or ab« 
ſtain ſrom eating or drinking , or what ever we do}, doing it in obedience to 


the pi re movingof the Spitit of the Lord, God in all chings may be glorified; 


thea if any one, any day of the week be moved of -the Lord, to paſs ro a mee*+ 
ting among the people of the Lord , who fear before the Lord , to wait upon 
him ro know his Cougſel, that they may do his will on carth as it is in Heaven, 
where two or three are met together in his Name, there is be in the midſt of 
them on any day, with his unlimitted power to break the bonds of 'miquity , 
to draw the mind from pride, lightneſs, wildeneſs, wanronnefſs and vanity , 
and whatſoever is evil, into his pure fear wherein the bleſſing is, even ro him 
who feareth alwayes, whoſe Soul comes then to dwell at caſe , then, though 
all the world condemn him for an evil:doer (Chriſt was numbred wich tranſl 
greſſors by the world (and the Diſciple is nor greater then his Lord) yer wal- 
king ia obedience to the Lord, he is near that with his pure witneſs Juſtifierh, 
then what matrers it who Condemns. - 
-* And it was ſo,that on the ſecond of the eighth month being rhe firſt day of 
the week , that a poor ſober moderare wan, came amongſt the rude multirude 
that did throw dirt at me, and ſpire upon me, and pul'd and tore part of my 
cloathes, be ſaid to .them , hear me a little, faid he, 1 am «, ſtranger to you, 
faid he, and a ſtranger to this man that hath opened bis ſhop, ſaid he , Toy all have 
your Liberty to gota:Chyrch where you will , and to ſbut your ſhops, and I ſee no nea- 
ſon ſaid he, you (hould deffire , or go about. to take away anothers Liberty , that can- 
not go with yon , to where your worſhip is , yea ſaid he, in matter of conſcience, I 
know not why the Papiſt , or any ether ſhould be denyed their Liberty, any more then 
you your ſelves. ſhould he denyed your Liberty ; And theſe words ſomewhat ap- 
peaſed and ſilenced the tude nwltitude,and though the: Magiſtrare paſt by,and 
faw , or might ſee rhem rude, he ſpake nor at all ro chem,nay not ſo much 
as rhis ſtranger , yet his dwelling was near ,, though ir were his office to 
keep the peace , and though 1 did what I did in opening my ſhop in obe- 
dience to the Lord, yet the Magiſtrate is ſo blind, and dark, as that he calls 
ood evil, and evil good , and ſaid I was the cavſe of the rumulr and diſtur- 
ancein the ſtreet , though Iremained peaceable and quiet in my ſhop, and 
had much abuſe by dirt and ipitting, and rudeneſs done ro me, by the rude 
people ; ſo that they are rather countenanced by the Magiſtrare, then that he is 
any way a terrour to them. But this I k..ow aſfaredly if the rude mvlticude 
ſhould proceed to harm any , the Magiſtrate dwelling ſo near knowing of it, 
and not regarding to ſuppreſle the heady, violent, and wicked praftices of 
wicked people, who are out of Gods fear ; the Magiſtrate at the day of ac- 
compt will fcel and figde , that the evil done will lic at his door, _ by 
charge 
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charged upon him , if he negle& to reſcue and preſerve the peaceable quiet 
man, or women , ourof the hands of fierce and viokent people , who may 
think if they kill a man they do God good ſervice. 
Þ- O ye Magiſtrares and all people,dread,dread the Lord,and love the light thar 
ſhines in your hearts, that being guided by it, your coniciences may be purged 
with it, from dead works ro ferve the ving God , not in the oſdneſs of the 
Letrer,, or by tradition bur in che newneſs Of the Spirit, in which, God, who 
is a ſpirit , will be worſhipped » and may come to have the eye opened, that 
the God of ;the world hath blinded , and ſo may fee your ſouls lie weltring in 
their blood , and may come into a true ſenciblencſs of your preſent condition, 
l that ſo your ſelves might come to groan to the Lord for deliverance from the 
bondage of corruption, and may be made willing,in rhis Gods powerful day to 
wait in the light therein to receive power in the teachings of it , ro break the 
+ bonds of iniquity, to turn from pride, bitterneſs, fiercencfs, cnvy, wildaeſs, 
wantrouneſs,and all unrighteouſneſs, which the hearts of people, whilſt carnally 
7 G6 minded take pleaſure in, and mapy plead for as their Liberty, to live in that 
- which plcaſeth the carnal mind,againſt which Gods diſpleaſure will appear, as 
| = I arifeth in your hearts to judge you, according to the deeds done in 
the ' 

Therefore now all of you-ſtrive to enter in at the ſtraice gate of ſelf-denial, 
in denying your ſelves of whatſoever the carnal mind would lead you into, 
wherein-the death of the ſoul is, and know, that this crofe to the carnal 
mind is go be taken up dayly, when Chriſts diſcipline is received,that the par- 
tiricn wall of enmity. may be broken down by the power of Gods. grace ia 
bd the heart, teaching to deny the carnal will, in which the wages is death ; and 
to bring forth fruit unto holineſs, the end whereof is everlaſting life.
